Governor Foss signed the bil] today es- 


tablishing a state board of’ labor and 
industries, which is to take over many 
important duties relating to supervision 
of industrial conditions now vested in 
the state board‘of health and the district’ 


police, 

“The bill establishing a state board of 
Jabor and industries marks an important 
forward step in the development of a 
progressive policy concerning’ industry 
and labor,” said, the Governor after sign- 
ing the measure. “In my inaugural ad- 
dress I strongly urged the creation of a 
labor bureau in order to meet the public 
demands for modern methods of indus- 
trial supervision by the state. 

“The fact. that the Legislature has 
incorporated in the bill a provision by 
which the law will not become operative 
unfal next year merely introduces certain 
personal considerations which might well 
have been avoided in dealing with a 
matter of such importance to the inter- 
ests of labor in this commonwealth. At 
any rate, I have ignored it in passing 
upon the merits of the bill.” 

The board is to consist of five members 
for terms of five years each, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The chairman 
of the board is to receive $1500 and each 
of the other members $1000 annually. 
The board instructed to appoint a 
commissioner of labor and may appoint 
in addition two deputy commissioners. 

To the beard is given power to inves- 
tigate conditions existing in any line of 
industry in the state and to employe ex- 
perts to assist it? All complaints rela- 
tive to industrial conditions are to be 
directed to the board. 

Section 5 of the bill provides that all 
powers and duties with reference to the 
erforgement of laws relating to labor 
and the employment thereof, the inspect- 
ion and licensing of buildings, or parts 
of buildings, used for industrial purposes, 
the inspection and licensing of the work- 
ers therein and of all other industrial 
employees within the commonwealth, en- 
forcement of laws relating to the employ- 
ment of women and minors, and. the in- 
stitution of proceedings in prosecution

How to carry out the idea successfully 


| OW that paper bag cookery has been 
tried by a great many housewives, it 

may be of use to have a few hints as to 
the general working of the method, It 
is a mistake to imagine that this is the 
‘panacea for all cookery troubles; the 
paper bag system does not cancel a single 
rule which (prior to the actual cooking 
process) applies to the preparation of a 
recipe. ‘Then there are certain articles 
to the cooking of which, so far, the paper 


bag system makes no claim to be adapted, 


says Today’s Magazine. 

Take a bag of proper size to fit the 
article to be cooked, and grease the inside 
| with butter or dripping unless a consider- 
able proportion of water is to be used. 
If a bag proves to be leaking, try turn- 
‘ing up a fold round the faulty edge, 
but if that is not sufficient then.slip the 
‘imperfect bag with its contests into an- 
| other bag. Clips are recommended for 
securing the folded month of the bag 
'when filled, but they are not necessary

for the simpler dishes provided the fold- | 


ing is done secvrely. The grid upon 
which the bag is placed must be of goed, 
reliable manufacture, and must be kept 
| scrupulously clean. The bag must on no

brush, but in this case the, bag must be 
| laid aside for about 10 minutes to allow 
the butter to cool and harden on the bag. 
Perhaps this may be termed a secret of 
|preventing bacon or other articles from 
sticking: After the bag is thoroughly 
‘buttered fold up the “seams” round the 
two joined edges of the bag. This must 
be done firmly, and the folds held in place 
while the bag is being filled. The bag is 
'thus made smaller by the width of the 
join, and the contents do not now get 
down into either of the two corners, 
where the worst sticking takes place.

»COLUMBIA, S. C.—President Watson 
of southern cotton congress, represent- 
ing growers and bankers throughout 1] 
states, reports a reduction of 6,071,750 
acres in planted area from last year’s 
total of 36,681,000 acres. Average ree- 
duction is 16% per cent. A reduction 
from 15 to 25 per cent for Texas and 
Oklahoma is given, of 25 per cent for 
Mississippi, 15 per_cent for Alabama and 
20 per cent for Georgia, resulting in an 
estimated redugtion in vield of 2.222.500 
bales of cotton in the crop of I912z. 
There has been poor preparation of seed 
beds in many states, very late planting 
and all uncertainties of a growing crop 
are yet to be encountered. Some au- 
thorities estimate carry-over from 1911 
crop into the next season at only 2,000,- 
000 bales. 

Referring to marketing of the mam- 
moth crop of 16,000,000 bales in 1911, 
he says: “The South has shown her abil- 
ity to increase production and to meet 
the increasing world demand. The rea! 
fight for proper marketing aad greater 
stability of price is just begun, and it 
rests with producers and banking and 
commercial interests of the South to 
push that fight on sound economic lines.”

ITALIAN REFORM 
BILL MAKES MEN 
VOTERS 8,000,000 


(Special to the Monitor) 

ROME, Italy—The electoral reform bill 
has been passed by the chamber of depu- 
ties by 284 votes to 62. The new law 
will come into force after the dissolution 
of the present Chamber. 

The effect of the new bill is & make 
suffrage almost universal for men. It 
raises the electorate from three to eight 
millions; only men under thirty who 
have neither performed their military 
service nor learned to read or write being 
excluded from recording their vote, The 
attempt to indlude women in the elec- 
torate was defeated by an enormous 


majority. 

The payment of deputies is + provbied 
for in the new. bill. The salary ll con- 
sist of £240 per annum, £160.df which 
will be paid direct to the membef, whilst 
the remainder wil] be paid to the rail- 

ays and postoffice to defray traveling 
and postal expenses. The new bill con- 
tains clauses to prevent fraud, corrupt- 
ion and intimidation at electioneering 
times. 

The tendency of these Clauses seems to 
increase the power of the government at 
the expense of the local authorities. It 
is impossible, however, to tell what their 


effect will be until the provisions of the

rural delivery service, it now seems very likely that a general parcels. 


post law will be enacted at the present session, or, at least, by the 
present Congress. Postmaster-General Hitchcock takes the opti- 
mistic view. that legislation necessary to the inauguration of a general 
parcels post cannot now be long delayed, and he expresses the hope 
that what is known as the Bourne bill may be passed, since that 
measure seems to be the most comprehensive and businesslike of the 
many on the subject introduced in both houses. 

Senator Bourne’s bill provides for a nation-wide parcels service, 
both on rural and city carrier routes, thus abandoning all timidity 
in the premises and confronting the situation boldly rather than in a 
hesitating and apologetic way. The measure consolidates the third 
and fourth classes of mail matter, putting another long-desired 
reform into operation, and raises the weight limit on parcels to eleven 
pounds, in harmony with the limit of the international postal service. 
The rate to be charged over both city and rural local routes is 5 
. cents for the first pound or fraction of a pound, and 1 cent for each 
additional pound or fraction of a pound. Six zones beyond the 
local are provided for in the bill. The first would have a radial 
distance of fifty miles from the point of mailing, the second would 
include the area lying between the fifty and 200-mile radius, the third 
zone would extend to 500 miles, the fourth to 1000 miles, the fifth 
to 2000 miles, and the sixth to all points beyond. The rates increase 
from 6 cents for the first pound with 2 cents for each additional 
pound for the first zone until they reach the maximum of 12 cents a 
pound for the sixth. 

With the postmaster-general and his assistants all strongly in 
favor of parcels post legislation, and all practically agreed as to the 
superior merits of the Bourne bill, the outlook is bright for action 
by Congress within the next few months. Congress could hardly 
do anything that would give wider satisfaction to the people than 
the enactment of a law that would put the parcels post system in 
operation before next winter.

TIME flies so rapidly that few realize how 
great 1s the span that has elapsed since 
Edwin Forrest, Charlotte Cushman, Signor 
Salvini, Mme. Ristori, Edwin Booth, Ade- 
line Neilson, Lawrence Barrett, Mme. Jan- 
auschek, John McCullough, and others of 
that famous coterie trod the stage and made 
the works of Shakespeare familiar to all 
classes of theater-goers. In those days the 
average man ‘and woman, the average boy 
and girl, could repeat passages from all the tragedies and comedies 
of the immortal playwright. The man or boy in the gallery knew 
his Shakespeare as well as the man or boy in the orchestra circle or 
box. There were favorites among the Shakespearean actors—popu- 
lar idols—and a New York riot of the ante-bellum period emphasized 
the height to which such partizanshipghad at one time run. For 
many years afterward Shakespeare maintained his hold upon the 
people. The Booth and Barrett combination of more than a third 
of a century later marked, indeed, the climax of the Shakespearean 
period in this country. The revival in which these two favorites 
performed together was the most brilliant and successful of the 
century and practically the last. 

A promutfent actor, Robert Mantell, one of the few who have 
clung to Shakespeare through all the intervening years, is responsible 
for a remarkable statement. He tells how, about ten years ago in 
a large western city, before an audience of 1800, after playing 
}Hiamlet, he was called before the curtain. When the applause had 
subsided, he asked those before him who had ever seen “Hamlet” per- 
formed beforetoraisetheir hands. About fifteen of the number did so. 
If it were the case ten years ago that only fifteen out of an audience 
of 1800 had ever before witnessed a performance of “Hamlet,” it is 
a fair inference that even a smaller percentage would be found were 
the test made now. Mr. Mantell asserts boldly that it is not unusual 
to find in large cities whole audiences that have never before wit- 
nessed the performance of any of Shakespeare’s plays. 

Perhaps one of the most potent reasons for the decline of 
shakespeare some thirty years ago was the fact that he had become 
too familiar to the then theater-going public. Audiences knew the 
parts the actors played by rote. They anticipated everything in plot 
and text. For several years they found interest solely in the artistic 
Fandling of the characters. But as the favorite interpreters of 
Shakespeare passed from the scene, this interest waned and almost 
completely faded.» The question is, will this generation, in any 
circumstances, take as kindly as the last to the Shakespearean drama 
even though it comes to them as something entirely new? Two or 
three Shakespearean actors, it is true, are getting a hearing even 
now, but there is nothing connected with their experience to indicate 
that the taste for Shakespeare is growing to such a degree as to 
justify belief in any immediate or great revival.

Kut that more than this should be done is the argument of promoters 
of a project in New York city that has much to commend it.” Thee, 
these people say, should be erected museums of peaceful arts, on 
land adjacent to the Hudson river, and costing not less thgn $20,000.- 
000. Externally the structures should have a beauty approximating 
those which arose as if by magic at Chicago in 1893. In them should 
be displayed permanently everything that would educate spectators 


and visitors as to achievements of man in aviation, in the mechan-. 


ical arts, in applied natural science, in use of steam and electricity, 
in making and distributing foods, raiment and other necessities, and 
in promotion of commercial and industrial eficiency. For the multi- 
tudes of residents and the small army of visitors who seek in New 
York something on the practical side corresponding to the service 
rendered by the Metropolitan Museum of Fine Arts in its chosen 
field, the projectors of this enterprise would provide an equally fine 
institution, dedicated to the cause of peace. ‘To it, they feel con- 
fident, great Americar inventors would be olad to assign models and 
originals of their epoch-marking devices. With it the city’s educa- 
tional system would be organically related. From it would go forth 
a continuous influence enlightening thousands of citizens ‘and broad- 
ening horizons that otherwise might remain narrow. 

A finer way to make enduring a national impulse of gratitude 
for a century of amity in foreign relations would be difficult to con- 


ceive. New York has such resources of wealth that no lack of that 


sort need -block the plan. If the plan once captures either the 
imagination or the sentiment of residents of the metropolis it will go 
through. Besides, it is a clear case of prudent investment of 
$20,000,000, the interest on which, in the form of a better-informed 
electorate, would never cease being paid.

sible span. Chicago proper stretches for thirty-five miles along the 
shore of Lake Michigan, for instance; if its lake-shore suburbs be 
included, for more than sixty miles. However,-Toronto and Ham- 
ilton do not expect to grow together at a very early day. What 
they are hoping for and working for at present is the construction of 
what would practically be a great asphalt-paved street between them. 
This would cost about $500,000, but the people of both communities 
think the investment would be well worth while. 

Demand for this inter-city highway is simply another evidence 
of the modern trend of transportation and traffic. It is a small 
matter now for an automobile to spin over fifty miles of good road- 
way. The motor trucks of the future will do it easily within two 
hours. The present slow and tedious and expensive system of trans- 
ferring light freight from shop or factory or warehouse to railway 
station, to railway car, and, again, at the destination, from railway 
car to freight house, warehouse, factory or shop, will be generally 
abandoned for the more convenient and expeditious method of 
putting it through with one loading and one unloading, when inter- 
city roads are smooth and free to all. One can easily imagine how 
greatly the adoption of the Toronto-Hamilton idea would facilitate
